This letter responds to your Freedom of Information Act/Privacy Act (FOIA/PA) request 
dated August 3, 2019, addressed to the Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA), Freedom of 
Information/Privacy Act Unit, seeking access to information regarding the above subject. 

Please be advised that under the FOIA, agencies are not required to conduct a search for 
records not in the control and custody of that agency. It appears that you are seeking records that 
would most likely be maintained by the State of Rhode Island. No further action will be taken by 
DEA on this matter and your request will be administratively closed.
